Tells of Early 
Days on Railroad

w'ere light enough to be thrown 
from the track if a cow or other 
animal w’as hit during the night 
ride. 
I rem em ber a wreck of that k ind 
at the John Lam m farm, one mile 
west of Smithton. A cow threw’ 
the entire express 
tram 
in 
the 
ditch and the engine was turned 
around in the opposite direction. 
It took so long to right things in 
those days that everything con­ 
tained in one train 
was trans­ 
ferred by hand to a waiting train 
on the other track . 
It is notable to mak e mention 
of the Gasconade Bridge disaster, 
3 5 miles east of Jefferson City, 
which occurred on Nov. 1, 1855. 
The first passenger train from St. 
Louis to the capital w’as involved. 
This train was preceded by a pilot 
engine to see that all was safe 
for the heavy laden 12 coaches to 
follow’ with 600 “ happy hearts,” 
The locomotive and three coaches 
were on the 
first 
span 
of 
the 
bridge. The weight was too much 
for the long slender timbers which 
supported the rails and the enorm­ 
ous load above. 
Suddenly 
there 
was a crash and one after another 
the engine and 11 coaches went 
crashing to the bottom. Twenty- 
eight or more were k illed and 
scores injured. The engineer and 
chief engineer, Thomas O’SulliYan. 
were among those k illed. A former 
Sedalia 
woman, 
Mrs. 
Alfred 
Shortridge. had the full St. Louis 
newspaper containing the account 
of this bridge disaster, 
as her 
father 
was 
a 
passenger 
who 
escaped injury. I got a complete 


copy of that disaster from her 
k eepsak e. 
Henry Ford has

place a w’ood-burning locomotive 
and three coaches of the I860 type. 
The engine i.s all ready to be fired 
for use. I have seen Ford's tram. 
In the early years of the opera­ 
tion of the Pacific road it was 
ow’ned by rich St. Louis men such 
as Daniel Garrison. C. P. Choteau. 
Pierre Choteau and others. These 
men sold to Jay Gould in the late 
70’s. There w’ere two special fast 
runs made from Kansas City cast. 
The first was a special train car­ 
rying a Russian 
duk e 
that 
had 
been entertained by someone to 
hunt big game m the Rock ies. 
Charley Fleck 'd a d c was that 
engineer w’ho pulled the train and 
did it so fast that on arrival at 
Jeffer.son City he was called on 
the carpet by Gen. Supt. A, A. 
Talmadge for too fast a speed. The 
second fast run was the first trip 
of Gould over the road from K.C. 
to St. Louis in seven hours. Mik e 
McCurt was the Irish engineer that 
pulled the train. I have seen that 
one speed over the rails. Now reg­ 
ular runs are on a schedule of 
four and one-half hours between 
the tw’o cities. 
In the pioneer building of rail­ 
roads, the work was done mostl> 
by strong, able-bodied immigrants 
from the south of Ireland. This was 
in the 40’s and 50’s and those men 
follow'ed west into Missouri and 
did the building of the early pio­ 
neer roads such at the Mo-Pac. 
Hannibal and St. Joseph and the 
old North Missouri, which is now 
the Wabash.
